solidly" late today in a titanic battle of 2,000,000 men raging along the 
125-mile Somme-Aisne front as Hitler launched a violent new blitzkrieg 
into the heart of France. 


Paris and the lower Seine river were the apparent objectives, seeming- 


ly in a mighty smash to turn the flank of the main Maginot line. 


German dive-bombers and heavy artillery blasted at French infantry 


massed along: the front, with the heaviest fury of the attack centering in 
the Laon-Soissons sector. 


The whole baUleline extended from Laon »o Abbeville. 12 miles from 


the English channel. 


With the conflict still in too early a stage for decisive results, Premier 


Reynaud of France confidently predicted that the allies 
favorable issue of the struggle." 


"France has decided to fight to the end with her British ally for the 


liberty of the world," Reynaud declared. 


Touched off by the German fuehrer himself from his headquarters on 


the western front, the massive attack began at dawn today with a furi- 
ous artillery barrage against the French lines. 


The heaviest blows were directed at the regions of Amiens and along 


the Ailette canal, between Laon and Soissons. The latter is only 58 miles 
from Paris. 


Berlin declared Paris—the apparent target of the new blitzkrieg—lay 


"practically exposed" to the German onslaught. 


A highly significant development on the diplomatic front was reported 


meanwhile in London, where Soviet Russian circles indicated there was 
a good possibility of cooperation, between the Russian Kremlin and the 
allies in the Black sea and the eastern Mediterranean. 


If true, a new bond of Anglo-Russian friendship might easily counter 


the pressure of Italy in the Mediterranean. 


Allied planes again retaliated for the nazi aerial attack on Paris— ] 


which left 254 dead and 652 wounded—by bombing Friedrichshafen, home 
of the German Zeppelin and site of nazi airplane engine factories. 


The news that the nazi legions had struck anew was announced to the 


German people by Adolf Hitler in a special message, in which he said 
his armies were again on the march "to fight for continuation of the lib- 
erty and future of our people." 


At the same time Hitler decreed a national celebration of eight days 


for the German victory in Flanders.

GERMANY WARNS FS ABOUT 


PANAMA 


Berlin warned Washington that it is 


in possession of information that Britain 
is about to create disturbances in Cen- 
tral America, and particularly in the re- 
gion of the Panama Canal, "with the 
view of im olving the Western Hemi- 
sphere in Europe's war." 


More in detail the German foreign of- 


fice said that the British had two plan 
in mind, first, to reflect upon German 
by making false "revelations of Germa 
operatives in Mexico," and 
second 
t 


wreck the Panama Canal in such a wa 
as to point to Germany as the wreckei 


America will take with several grain 


of salt, and perhaps some bromides, any 
accusations originating in European capi 
tals at war. 
But it is curious that the 


Germans do not add their evidence to 
their information. If they have in their 
possession facts to justify the asserted con- 
clusion why not give us the facts? We 
are a people who cannot be moved by 
rumor and mere naked accusations. 
Nor 


are we likely to forget that Berlin made 
somewhat similar accusations against the 
Allies in order to justify the German 
seizure of Norway, and later a similar 
seizure of Holland and Belgium. 


Our experience with German diplom- 


acy in World War No. 1 may be useful 
in interpreting incidents of this character. 
During that war the German govern- 
ment offered Mexico its assistance in ob- 
taining the states of Arizona, New Mex- 
ico and California from us if it would 
declare war against us. It was a very 
silly offer since the Los Angeles police 
force could have put the Mexican army 
down. But when the British intercepted 
this plot they furnished us with indisputa- 
ble proof, consisting mostly of written doc- 
uments its espionage system had secured. 


The present German government has 


proceeded to date in a much more adroit, 
courteous and even gallant manner than 
the Kaiser's government. But if it thinks 
It can throw America off the track or get 
dust in our eyes by sending a few Quis- 
lings to Central America it is not only 
mistaken but it may be taking the sort 
of blundering step that will eventually re- 
sult in tremendous harm to it.

Washlnrton—As far as United States military 


observers can make out, the German general 
staff does not want Hitler to move into England 
next. They think the loss of life will be too 
great Instead they want to finish the campaign 
in France, driving east of Paris to hook up with 
the Italians.

However, Hitler has ignored his general staff

pay this price is a remark he made about one 
year ago, that if the war lasted four years Ger 
many would lose 4,000,000 men; so he would 
prefer to lose 3,000,000 in the first three months 
—and win the war. 
NAZIS IN SOUTH AMERICA 


The problem of protecting the Monroe Doc- 


trine has undergone intensive nights oLstudy of 
late around the state, war and navy depart- 
ments.

tion. Several plans are in common 
use. The first and easiest depends 
on the use of nitrate of soda, but 
not in crystalline form at this time.

The sprinkling can is a good tool.

Potassium nitrate is often substi- 


tuted for sodium nitrate.

slightly higher in cost, it contains 
both nitrogen and potash, the latter 
producing a better root 
growth. 


Poltassium nitrate should be used 
in the same manner as its sodium 
counterpart. 


Where rotted manure is avialable 


at low cost ft is common practice 
to use it as a lawn stimulant. The 
practice is harmful, wasteful and 
should be discontinued. While new- 
ly seeded lawn may be stimulated 
and benefitted by such a practice, 
the weed growths which are abun- 
dantly present in all manure, harm 
an established lawn.

composted soil.

The first is whether 
the United States is able to contrib- 
ute enough and to contribute It soon 
enough to insure a successful re- 
sistance to the total conquest of Eu- 
rope, Africa, and Asia. The second 
is whether if the United States tries 
and fails to reinforce the resistance 
of the Allies, it will not thereby 
draw down upon itself the venge- 
ance of the victors.

revolution. The purpose of this revolution would be to knit the whole 
hemisphere into a tightly integrated greater America. Call it an evolu- 
tion if you prefer, but the change must take place with such speed that 
it will seem more like a revolution. 


This greater hemisphere America, standing solidly 


as one entity in fact although not in governmental 
form, must be achieved to meet the growing possi- 
bility that the present war will leave us confronted 
with a Japanese Asia across the Pacific and a Hitler 
Europa across the Atlantic. America must be America, 
not a conglomeration of nations going their own 
separate ways, tolerating nazi and Japanese penetra- 
tion, developing little quislings of their own, and 
eventually succumbing to foreign domination. 


In this greater America, the United States will pro- 


vide the dominant military force and the dominant 
economic and political leadership—for in these times 
all three go together, indivisibly. 


If the allies should hold Hitler to a stalemate, then

blow. But if the Allies lose in the near future, then our force will be dis- 
tributed throughout the western hemisphere, and so allied with local 
military force in the Latin American countries as to give this hemisphere 
the strongest possible unified defense against military or political in- 
vasion.

Carl Miller was also active in 


the interesting experiments which 
resulted in such effective propaga- 
tion of rnuskellunge, experiments 
which went on to success when most 
hatchery men had about given mus- 
kellunge propagation up as an im- 
possibility. 


It was Miller who proved that 


bass could be propagated in 1937 
and since that time his system has 
been adopted by many states and 
meant millipns more in bass fry for 
lakes. The millions 'of fry will in 
turn mean a goodly percentage of 
adult bass for sportsmen.

Miller was the taking of 130 quarts 
of muskellunge eggs in one season.

Heavy winds blew 
them back again and again, but 
they kept up the struggle and at last 
met success. 


Now they sailed northward along 


the eastern coast of Africa. They 
were going through waters where 
men from Europe never had been 
before. 


Now and then, da Gama ordered 


stops to obtain food, as well as 
wood and water. The dark-skinned 
natives traded with them at certain 
places, but elsewhere ran away from 
them, or hid in ambush and shot ar- 
rows at the white-skinned strangers. 


At one spot the Portuguese were 


treated so well that they named it 
"the Land of Good People." The na- 
tives crowded around them as they 
came ashore m small boats. 


Martin Affonso, a sailor, was in 


charge of the landing party. He gave 
the chief of the natives a cap, a 
jacket and a pair of red pantaloons. 
The chief lost little time in putting 
on the clothing, and marched proud- 
ly through his village. 


The chief invited Affonso to stay 


overnight in the village. His white 
skin seemed even more of a wonder 
to the negroes than the red panta- 
loons of their chief 


For three months the ships wcie 


piloted toward the north, with fur- 
ther stops along the way. At one 
place the negro natives were told 
they could come aboard the flag- 
ship, and there they were given 
presents by Vasco da Gama. 


At length the fleet reached Malin-

Alfalfa Growers are Urged to 


Defer First Cutting of Alfalfa 


Early cutting of the first crop 


of alfalfa is a hazardous practice, 
according to J. F. Magnus. Outa- 
gamie county agricultural agent. 


L, F. Graber, alfalfa specialist at 


the state university in a bulletin to 
Magnus, warns farmers that by such 
early cutting, the productivity of 
the alfalfa may be reduced greatly 
and its survival be imperiled. 


Graber has found that a matter 


of only 12 days earlier cutting has 
reduced the yields of the first crop 
as much as 30 per cent and the sec- 
ond crop as much as 50 per cent. 
For two years he observed that cut- 
ting the first growth on June 8 re- 
duced the total annual yield 1.5 
tons of hay an acre or 35 per cent, 
compared with cutting twelve days 
later on June 20.

delayed cutting of the first crop is 
imperative. In the southern and 
western portions of Wisconsin, cut- 
ting about the last week or ten days 
of June is regarded as the only 
practical means of reducing the 
stunting and yellowing of the sec- 
ond growth of alfalfa by Icafhop- 
pers. Farther north the delay in cut- 
ting alfalfa, it is believed, may be 
extended to the first week in July. 


"As a rule, leafhoppers do not 


damage the first cutting when harv- 
ested for hay," declares Graber. 
"Delayed cutting of this crop gives 
the adults time to complete egg- 
laying after which the insect dies 
and the eggs deposited in the al- 
falfa are removed from the field 
m the harvest of the hay. 


EKK Deposition 


"With early cutting of the first 


crop, egg deposition is not corn- 


stances its intensity was so great 
that alfalfa previously winter-in- 
jured, failed to survive the summer 
period. 


"It is hard to believe that a mat- 


ter of just seven days' earlier cut- 
ting of the first crop would cause 
alfalfa to summerkill in contrast to 
its survival with deferred cutting," 
observes Graber. "But this shows 
how sensitive alfalfa is to early cut- 
ting. To prevent such losses, defer- 
red cutting is a simple and an ef- 
fective expedient." 


Alfalfa has had remarkable sur- 


vival this season. Growers report 
that most fields that were in good 
condition last fall are in a highly 
productive condition at the present 
time Wisconsin feed supply is well 
fortified against drought with over 
a million acres of this valuable crop 
but to preserve this acreage and to 
preserve the productivity of alfalfa, 
agronomists are convinced t h a t de- 
ferred cutting of the first crop is 
highly essential.

indicates a spray from six to 15 
per cent more efficient than the 
-standard mixture. A "B" rating in- 
dicates a spray about equal to the 
standard mixture. 


Many reputable insect sprays now 


carry the OTI rating on the pack- 
age, according to the Wisconsin en- 
tomologist. The OTI rating may be 
given as United States Bureau of 
Standards specifications in some in- 
stances. 
Searls recommends that 


the first and most important ques- 
tion to be asked of the fly spray 
salesman is. "Does the fly spray 
you are selling carry this measure 
of quality, and :f so, what is jts 
rating?" 


Proper Care of Horses 


Prevents Heat Sickness 
Plenty of water and salt will help 


save horses from heat prostration 
according to J. F. Magnus, Outa- 
gamie county agricultural agent. 


Magnus also suggests that feed for 


the horses be increased as the work 
increases. During the heaviest part 
of the working season, horses need 
to be fed one pound of grain, and 
one and one-fourths pounds hay 
daily, for each 
100 pounds live 


weight. That means a 1,200-pound 
horse will receive 
12 pounds of 


grain and 15 pounds of roughage 
each day. 


The horses should have access to 


loose coarse salt in the corner of 
their feeding stalls, and in the pas- 
ture 50-pound blocks should be 
available. 


Plenty of water and salt, gradual 


hardening into work during the 
spring, good feed, and access to pas- 
ture at night . . . animal husband- 
men say that's the safety system 
which prevents overheating or loss 
of work animals during hot wea- 
ther.
